The fact that strikes are forbidden should also bring 
about some careful thinking on the part of those-tabor 
leaders and spokesmén who favor government_owner- 
ship of various commercial enterprises. A strike against 
government, obviously, amounts to insurrection and' 
cannot be counterianced.
